The  value  of  wheat  produced  in  the  State  of  Montana 
for  the  lost  two  yeses  Is  estlmtej  ty  t!'.,.  federal  derortaieht  of 
agrlcMlture  to  be  S139, 769.000.  Uorr  thsr  90  per  cent  of  our  whe.st 
Is  shipped  outside  the  state,  before  or  after  grinding  into  flour. 

The  Division  of  Oraln  standards  and  Marketing  Is  able  to  report 
that  with  this  u-enendous  volume  there  waa  not  In  the  last  two  years 
0 single  failure  of  a mill,  elevator  or  track-buyer  licensed. 


Involving  loss  to  grain  producers.  A few  adjustments  have  teen  mode 
and  two  elevators  failed,  but  the  division  was  able  to  recover 
sufficiently  from  the  bonds,  so  that  producers  did  not  lose  a single 
penny. 

New  grain  laboratories  have  been  established  in  the 
last  year  at  Havre,  Conrad,  Glendive,  Ilarlowton  and  Glasgow.  The 
areat  Falls  laboratory  continued  to  operate  and  shov/s  an  increase 
in  tests  and  inspections  made  of  more  than  ICO  per  cent  during  the 
biennlma.  Tabulated  reports  from  the  various  laboratories  follow, 
but  in  considering  these  reports  it  must  be  renembered  that  the 
Glasgow  laboratory  is  just  getting  started,  and  that  the  Havre, 
Conrad,  Glendive  and  Harlowton  laboratories  have  been  in  operation 
but  a fev/  months.

< CONDITION  OP  GRAIN. 

The  two  crops  of  wheat  produced  in  the  years  covered  by  this 
report  were  of  u decidedly  different  iiituro.  The  1926  crop, 
because  of  hot  dry  weather  and  hot  winds  the  last  of  Juno  and  early 
part  of  July,  matured  early  and  resulted  in  a vo.y  decided  re- 
duction In  the-  acre  yield  expected.  Conditions  in  general  and 
particularly  moisture  conditions  v/ere  v ry  favorable  during  the 
spring  months  and  a laigo  yield  was  predicted,  but  expectations 
were  not  fulfilled.  The  wheat,  as  a rasult  of  dry  conditions, 
was,  for  the  most  part,  not  well  filled,  and  tho  gr-.de  was  reduced 
in  proportion  to  the  effect  of  shrLvlled  kernels  on  tho  tost  weight 
por  bushel.  Frost  d,:ma-re  in  the  late  se  d ed  whet  accounted  for 
tho  next,  in  order,  of  Importance  of  tiio  degrading  factors,  approx- 
imately twenty  five  percent  of  all  tho  samples  graded  at  Gre  .t 
Fills  during  this  period  v/ere  degraded  because  of  low  test  weight 
and  frost  damage  accounted  for  degrading  twenty  percent,  making 
forty  five  percent  graded  lawor  than  number  one  on  these  two  factors 
above.  Another  t oa  percent  gradod  below  number  one  on  other  factors 
and  the  balance,  or  about  forty  five  percent  was  (riven  a number  one 
grade.  On  the  other  hind,  tho  protein  caiitont,  as  is  usual  under 
tho  conditions  described,  was  exceptionally  high.  The  highest  test 


protein.  The  average  of  all  samples  tested  at  Great  Falls  during 
this  period  was  well  over  fourteen  percent, 

A most  exceptional  year  for  wheat  production  was  experienced 
in  1927.  Climatic  conditions  were  ideal  and  no  set  back  was  ex- 
perienced at  any  stage  of  the  growing  season.  As  a result,  prac- 
tically all  of  the  wheat  was  plump  and  well  filled  and  very  little 
degraded,  because  of  the  factor  test  weight.  That  year,  however, 
the  fall  season  set  In  early  and  much  of  the  wheat  v/as  exposed  to 
the  fall  rains  which  resulted  In  it  going  to  market  containing 
excess  moisture.  During  this  period,  fifteen  percent  of  all  the 
samples  graded  at  Great  Palls  were  degraded  because  of  excess 
moisture.  The  late  seeded  spring  wheat  was  again  caught  with  the 
frost  and  frost  damage  accounted  for  degrading  nineteen  percent 
of  the  samples.  Sixty  percent  of  all  the  samples  graded  number  one 
during  this  period  as  compared  to  forty  five  percent  in  1926, 

As  compared  to  the  1926  crop,  howeve  , the  protein  content  was 
low,  averaging  about  two  perc  nt  less,  or  slightly  over  12,0  percent, 
T Is  is,  of  course,  to  be  expected  wh  :n  moisture  and  climatic  con- 
ditions are  favorable  to  the  productions  of  i large  crop  and  the 
yield  per  acre  is  good.  Large,  plump,  well  filled  kernels  seldom 
carry  a his:h  percentage  of  protein. 

It  Ls  just  eifi-ht  years  since  the  Mcnt:na  Department  of 
Ac-rlculture  first  undertook  to  Inst  11  a grain  testing  laboratory, 

T.’o  r:;)id  growth  of  this  division  of  the  department  has  reached 
Its  height  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1928.  ::^ach  year,  there 
haa  been  a substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  samples  tested, 
but  this  y:ar  the  number  has  almost  tripled  and  In  spite  of  a re- 
duotlon  in  the  fees,  the  income  has  a little  more  than  doubled  the

.i  brief  examination  of  the  above  figures  will  reveal  the  fact 
that  while  there  was  a very  subatantiil  increase  in  the  number  of 
carlo  ds  and  number  of  mailed  samples  for  grade,  that  by  far  the 
greatest  increase  was  in  the  number  of  protein  tests.  It  should 
be  explained  hereip  that  approximately  fifteen  hundred  of  the  GS66 
oars  tested  in  1987  and  1988  were  simpled  at  Harlowton  and  that  in 
future  these  samples  will  be  tested  In  the  new  Harlowton  laboratory. 

Ito  t.ils  fact  in  mind,  it  can  be  seen  that  the  protein  factor  has 
by  far  out  distanced,  in  nubile  importance,  all  factors  of 

grading.  In  1980  and  until  the  summer  of  1988  the  Greut  falls 
laboratory  was  the  only  one  in  the  State  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  State  Department  of  igrioulture.  It  is  not  the  Intention  of 
this  report  to  cofc.  any  po.  lod  later  than  June  30,  1988,  however, 
developments  of  such  importance  ha-e  t ,ken  place  since  that  time 
that  f is  report  could  hardly  be  oonsldcred  complete  without  some 
mention  of  this  hero.  Through  constant  appeal  to  the  Department, 
and  b-  showing  pressing  necessity  ef  other  oommunitles  outside  of 
Gic-t  falls  and  Bozeman  (Suzenan  laboratory  under  direction  of 
'it,.e  College)  have  during  recent  months,  been  provided  with  labora- 
tories. The  Harlowton  laboratory  was  the  first  and  it  is  believed 
that  t Is  is  an  ideal  location  because  there  is  more  than  seasonal 
support  of  this  point.  There  is  the  mill  of  the  licataaaa  flour  , rills

Oi  the  only  ono  , provided  with  grading  facilities  in 

addition  to  ooraploto  protein  equipment  Is  the  labontory  it  Glen- 
dtve.  The  others  at  Conrad,  Havre  and  Glasgow  arc  protein  testing 
labor  torles  only,  Tho  men  In  charge  of  thoeo  latter  were  appointed 
as  stite  griln  Inspectors,  but  they  do  not  hold  a Poder;l  license 
under  tho  U_lt od  “St  :i  os  Gr  .in  St  and  ards,  Tho  st  :te  is  th  erofor 
provided  with  four  Podcral  Stitc  libor-torlos  at  Great  Palls, 

H ilor/tor,  Bozoman  and  Glondlvc  and  three  liboratorles  for  protein 
and  moisture  testing  at  Conrad,  Havre  and  Glasgow, 

HlCOir'.T'L'ATIOHS  This  rapid  increase  In  tho  numbei  of  state 
laboratories  will  undoubtedly  necessitate  action  in  one  of  two 
ways.  It  has  been  clearly  demonstrated  at  Gr<T-t  Palls  th 't  If  a 
laboratory  is  to  be  maintained  on  2 self  supporting  basis  a cer- 
tain volume  of  work  must  be  handled.  It  has  boon  found  In  the 
management  of  this  laboratory  that  until  a sufficient  volume  Is 
obtained  to  bring  in  an  Income  exceeding  ton  thousand  dollars,  th® 
laboratory  cannot  be  maintained  on  a twelve  month  basis  and  pay 
expenses.  This  is  clearly  illustrated  In  tho  financial  statements 
for  the  pcalod  ending  June  50,  1927,  \rtjcn  tho  income  was  $10,550tC^ 
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Md  tho  expenditures  in,C97.60„  or  j loss  ot  ■-.47.52  ter  the 
period  ta  oompered  to  the  period  ending  Juno  50,  1928,  when  the 
income  wis  '‘21,703,35  ind  the  expenditures  :;16,27V,84,  or  a pro- 
fit of  15,506.49.  The  biggest  item  in  i venture  ot  this  nature 
is  the  item  of  libor,  which  for  the  first  po.  iod  „ :s  *6,466.97 
ind  tor  the  I'st  period,  during  which  time  more  thin  tivioo  the 
work  „;s  hindled,  £11,696.65.  There  is  ipparontly  n point  at 
which  the  gro.nest  efficiency  of  operution  is  reached  and  it  re- 
quires little  more  help  to  hindle  twice  the  worh  after  reaching 
this  point.  Consequently,  it  must  be  expected  that  a number  of 
small  labor.itorles  will  not  be  operated  us  eooncmic.ally  us  one 
l.irgo  one,  for  the  reason  th  .t  they  cannot  got  the  volume  and 
their  ovcrhe.d  Is  more  or  less  fixed.  For  the  reasons  noted,  it 
would  appe.r  advisable,  from  the  standpoint  of  economy  and  oom- 
pli.anoe  with  the  law,,  as  now  written, to  discontinue  all  small 
laboratories  and  build  up  not  more  than  one  largo  one  on  each 
railroad.  Howev.r,  public  sontimont  will  not  permit  of  this,  so 
if  the  department  is  to  meet  with  publlc'approv-.l  their  wishes  in 
the  matter  must  bo  oonsidorod,  and  the  smaller  liboritorles  kept 
open.  But  to  comply  with  the  law  in  m-aint  lining  these  laboratories 
on  .a  self  sustaining  basis,  they  can  bo  kept  open  only  part  of 
the  year,  which  is  not  v/h  at  the  publi  c desires  nor  is  it  to  be 
desired  from  the  standpoint  of  efficiency  or  personnel.  It  is 
too  much  to  expect  that  desirable  men  can  be  had  for  a few  months 
employment  each  year.  It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  the  de- 
partment has  only  one  alternative  and  that  is  to  request  of  the 
legislature  that  the  law  be  changed  and  funds  be  appropriated 
out  of  the  state  treasury  to  install  and  maintain  the  1 atoratorios , 
insofar  at  least  as  is  required  by  the  amount  of  the  deficit 
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in  oamin?”  to  thT  cost  of  ^o'ratl'orT!

PmNCUL  STATltzr?T.  On  July  1,  1925,  the  balance  to  the  credit 
of  the  Horticultural  Revolving  fund  carried  over  to  the  new  fis- 
cal year  amounted  to  §111.97.  The  1925  Session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture allotted  tho  sum  of  $8,450.  as  a budget  appropriation  for 
each  of  the  two  years  from  July  1,  1925  to  Juno  30,  1927.  This 
was  a reduction  In  the  budget  allowance  made  covering  tho  pre- 
vious two  year  period  from  July  1,  1923  to  Juno  30th,  1925  which 
amounted  to  §10,190  cut  covering  tho  two  year .period, 

Tho  1927  Session  of  tho  Legislature  again  reduced  tho 
yearly  budget  allowance  to  $9,000.  a year  covering  tho  biennial 
period  from  July  1,  1927  to  June  30,  1929,  making  a total 
allotment  to  the  division  for  tho  four  year  period  from  July  1, 
1925  to  Juno  30,  1929  by  tho  legislature  of  $32,900  as  compared 
with  a budget  allowance  of  $54,100  for  tho  previous  four  year 
period  of  July  1,  1921  to  June  30th,  1925. 

The  apple  crop  for  the  soason  of  1927  was  very  light  In 
the  state  possibly  duo  to  a great  extent  to  the  injury  to  the 
fruit  spurs  caused  by  the  early  fall  severe  cold  snap  of  Septem- 
ber 24-25  of  tho  previous  fall.  This  spell  was  probably  the 
cause  also  of  tho  light  sour  cherry  crop  produced  during  the 
soason  of  1927  also. 

Tho  apple  crop  for  tho  season  of  1928  showed  the  largest 
tonnage  for  a number  of  years  the  car  let  shipments  running 
slightly  above  500  oars  for  tho  soason.  Tho  1928  season  in 
western  Montana  ?/as  a peculiar  ono  and  tho  district  was  visited 
by  several  hall  storms  which  caused  heavy  damage  to  tho  apple 
crop  in  several  of  the  heaviest  orchard  sections.  The 
licl’itosh  crop  as  a rule  was  undersized  also  which  coupled  with 
tho  hall  damage  was  a depressing  factor  In  tho  New  York  Market 
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crop  throughout  tho  apple  diatricts  of  the  nation  this  season 
coupled  with  the  fact  that  tho  western  crop  was  Inclined  to  run 
smaller  in  size  also  had  an  influonoo  in  depressing  prices. 

The  sour  cherr/  crop  was  again  light  undoubtedly  the  re- 
sult of  tho  winter  eunditions  during  the  winter  previous.  Con- 
siderable damage  v/as  caused  to  two  and  throe  year  old  sour 
cherry  plantings  also  and  while  it  did  not  appear  at  tho  tlmo 
that  the  winter  condition  was  sovoro  on  the  sour  ohorry  trees 
still  considerable  damage  showed  up  during  tho  spring  and 
summer  season  of  1988,  Tho  swoet  cherry  district  around  Flat- 
head  Lalce  had  a vi.ry  fair  crop  of  swoot  ohorrios  in  19C7  and 
1928  both  seasons  producing  a very  satisfactory  crop  which  was 
as  a rule  marlcotod  at  satisfactory  prices.  Tho  fact  that  the 
Flathc«d  Lake  Swoet  Cherry  comos  on  the  market  after  tho  flood 
of  tho  westorn  cherries  is  past  is  a big  advantage  to  the 
Flathead  Lake  growers. 

Plantings  of  sour  cherries  in  tho  Bitter  Root  district 
were  heavy  for  the  spring  season  of  1927  and  1928  and  it  will 
not  be  long  before  tho  sour  cherry  tonnage  produced  in  that 
section  will  bring  in  a big  revenue  to  the  district. 

Tho  past  tv/o  seasons  have  not  boon  as  a rulo  sat isfactorif 
ones  for  tho  strav/bc-rry  growers  who  have  been  compelled  to 
reach  the  car  lot  markets  as  prloos  obtained  wore  not  what  they 
had  hoped  they  v/ould  bo.  Tho  1928  crop  of  berries  in  many  of 
the  districts  of  tho  country  was  largo  this  past  season  and  tho 
fact  that  they  came  on  later  in  the  season  than  usual  made  in- 
oroased  compotltJpn  for  the  Montana  growers.

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Sach  of  tho  past  two  years  has  soon  a bc^cr  spLrlt  on  the 
part  of  the  orchard ists  to  pay  more  attention  to  their  spraying 
and  as  a rule  they  hiTC  bocomo  firmly  convinced  that  this  is  one 
Item  in  connection  with  proper  orcharding  that  caniiot  bo  negloct- 
ed  without  bringing  about  disastrous  results. 

As  the  orchards  get  older  tho  moro  convln'^od  are  the 
owners  that  they  must  pay  moro  attention  to  building  up  tholr 
soli  conditions  through  applying  fertilizers.  Tho  past  seasons 
results  from  tho  use  of  fertilizers  Is  fast  convincing  the  most 
skeptical  that  the  time  has  come  when  more  attention  must  be 
paid  to  furnish  tho  trees  with  the  proper  plant  food  if  paying 
crops  of  fruit  are  to  bo  grovm. 

More  of  the  abandoned  orchards  have  boon  pulled  during 
the  season  of  1927  and  192fl,  the  greater  part  of  the  pulling 
during  the  past  season  having  been  done  by  individual  owners. 
Much  of  tho  abandoned  orchard  acreage  that  has  been  pulled  In 
tho  past  four  years  Is  now  producing  a profitable  crop  for  tho 
owners  or  renters  of  tho  land  and  caoh  year  sees  additional 
land  brought  under  cultivation  whore  the  abandoned  orchards 
originally  stood. 

Tho  attitude  of  tho  growers  and  shippers  toward  the 
Pcdoral  State  Shipping  l>olnt  Inspection  of  fruit  and  vege- 
tables la  Increasing  year  by  year  and  each  of  the  past  two  sea- 
sons has  shovm  a marked  increase  over  tho  season  before  In 
number  of  eortiflcatea  issued.  The  year  ending  June  30,  1926 
showed  the  largest  number  of  cars  shipped  under  Federal  State 
Inspection  since  the  service  was  established  In  the  state  and 
the  present  year  promises  to  show  an  Increase  over  last  year. 
Many  of  t/ie  host  potato  concerns  In  the  larger  consuming 
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ownters  buy  on  shipping  point  cortlflcatos  as  to  BTido  and  find 
tho  system  very  satisfactory.  The  standard  of  the  Montana  pota- 
toes going  into  tho  markets  is  being  raised  each  season  whleh  is 
sure  to  increase  tho  demand  for  Montana  potatoes  from  tho  largo 
consuming  marlccts.  Tho  sentiment  toward  shipping  only  potatoes 
that  will  moot  tho  Federal  Grade  requirements  is  growiig 
stronger  in  all  sections  brought  about  to  a great  extent  through 
tho  bad  results  from  shipping  so  much  ungraded  stock  as  v/as 
shipped  the  past  winter  and  spring  which  demoralized  tho  markets 
TJic  pi'uoent  seasons  low  prices  caused  from  tho  largest  estimated 
production  the  country  has  over  raised  has  brought  about  more 
concerted  action  on  tho  part  of  those  Interested  in  the  potato 
Industry  from  every  angle  than  has  over  been  known  and  will  with 
out  doubt  have  a staballzlng  Irifluonee  on  future  markets  to  a 
considerable  extent  through  their  efforts. 

The  matter  of  quarantine  enforcement  under  the  reissued 
state  quarantines  has  been  carefully  v/atohod  and  shipments  com- 
ing into  Butte  from  tho  districts  quarantined  arc  chocked  to  see 
that  the  proper  certificate  accompanies  the  shipment  as  provided 
for  under  tho  state  quarantines.  Butte  being  the  main  gateway  a 
close  chock  can  be  made  at  that  point  of  incoming  shipments  from 
tho  districts  covered  by  the  quarantine  measures. 

Nursery  stock  Inapootlon  is  made  by  fee  inspectors  at  tho 
two  eastern  gateways  of  the  state  and  at  other  points  which  af- 
fords a check  on  tho  stock  coming  Into  the  state  for  planting. 
Pest  inspection  of  fruit  coming  into  the  state  from  outside  dis- 
tricts is  maintained  at  several  of  tho  main  receiving  markets 
whloh  has  a strong  influence  in  keeping  up  tho  standard  of  tho 
fruit  being  brought  into  the  state  for  sale  to  the  public  as 
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W0ll  23  a pratootion  to  the  orchard  Industry  of  the  state. 

The  state  is  larpe  and  the  worK  Is  on  that  account  hard 
to  carry  out  as  might  bo  desired  with  tho  limited  funds  at  the 
disposal  of  tho  division.  The  general  sentiment  throughout 
tho  state  indicates  a goad  spirit  to  bettor  the  standards  and 
got  into  production  linos  where  ever  there  is  tho  proper  mar- 
koting  opportunity.

As  a result  of  an  amendment  to  the  law  passed  by  the 
last  session  of  the  legislature,  the  work  of  the  division  of  scale 
testing,  operated  in  connection  with  the  division  of  grain  standards 
and  marketing,  has  greatly  increased.  The  field  v/ork  of  this  divlsic 
is  carried  on  by  tlie  chief  and  two  deputies,  the  state  being  divided 
into  three  districts.  The  v^ork  covers  approximately  six  months 
during  the  late  spring,  summer  and  early  fall,  and  the  deputy 
inspectors  are  employed  during  this  time  only. 

During  the  last  season,  fees  collected  amounted  to 
*13,321.00.  An  itemised  statement  follows,  showing  the  numbers 
and  classes  of  scales  inspected:

The  creeiD  station  Isr/  that  was  passed  by  the  1925  legislature,  requiring  all 
cream  stations  to  be  standardized  and  to  be  brought  up  to  a state  of  sanlta- 
ticn  and  efficiency,  has  bean  rigidly  enforced.  This  \7crlc  has  teen  practical- 
ly completed,  whereby  all  stations  are  equipped  according  to  law  and  are  in 
a first-class  sanitary  condition.  The  efficiency  of  the  operators  has  been 
Improvod  a ^eat  deal  oviing  to  the  rigid  Inspection  work  that  has  been  carried 

A new  system  has  just  been  inaugurated  whereby  all  creameries,  cream  stations, 
cheese  factories  and  ice  cream  factories  will  be  scored  according  to  each  in- 
spection made,  shen/lng  the  score  of  eoch  plant  as  to  construction,  equipment, 
sanitation  and  efflcieney.  These  records  to  be  kept  on  index  cards  in  the 
office,  showing  a ccoiplete,  permanent  record  of  each  individual  plont  at  each 
Inspection  made.  In  thla  viay,  we  shall  be  able  to  detemiue  just  how  much 
improvement  has  been  nnde  since  previous  Inspections. 

In  keeping  this  record  of  the  creaneries,  analysis  of  butter  mnufactured  by 
each  creamery  is  shown,  showing  moisture  content  of  each  sample  of  butter  test- 
ed; check  weights  of  butter  is  also  shown  on  this  card,  us  v.ell  os  the  scor- 
ed made  by  all  testers  of  croon  in  each  plant. 

j.  new  set  of  Curley  Scales  has  been  purchased  by  this  Depertmont  racautly  tc 
be  used  in  chocking  the  •,7elght3  of  the  butter  manufoctured  by  the  creameries 
of  the  state,  and  also  to  chock  the  weights  of  ell  butter  shipped  into  Mont- 
ano from  outside  states.  This  .orh  wos  started  a few  months  ago,  cod  upon 
the  last  cheek  .lade,  the  butter  weights  in  ...ontuno  allowed  about  96^  of  the 
butter  in  the  state  full  ..olght.  In  mailing  our  survey,  60^  of  the  butter 
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shipped  Into  tho  st.ti»  v/us  short  weight, which  has  teen  considerably  rednced 
since  mr.kin^  this  rigid  inspection  of  weights, thut  protecting  the  oonsujLer 
in  Montnnr.,  nnd  also  protecting  our  creameries  from  unfair  outside  competi- 
tion. The  rigid  work  of  checking  end  inspections  should  te  carried  on  ns 
it  saves  thousands  of  dollars  to  both  producer  and  consumer. 

A law  was  also  passed  during  the  1987  legislature  raising  the  license  fees 
of  cream  stations  from  .Jh.OO  for  each  station  regardless  of  am'Uujt  of  but- 
terfat  purchased  and  the  follov/ing  schedule  was  adopted:

Duriu'7  this  legislature,  another  law  was  passed  forcing  all  ePeom  stations 
receiving  over  1500  lbs.  of  butter  fat  to  equip  their  str.tions  with  steam 
boilers,  which  has  been  n great  help  in  tho  wi.y  of  sanitation. 

Thj  Pasteurization  law  passed  during  the  1927  lugislatxu’e  requiring  all 
creameries  and  ico  cream  factories  to  pasteurize  their  milk  and  cream,  has 
been  strictly  enforced.  All  olants  are  equipped  with  recording  thermom- 
eters used  to  show  the  rucord  of  pasteurization  of  every  churning  or  every 
ice  cream  mix. 

OLEOVARCARINE  LA./ 

Tho  Ol.jomt.rgarino  law  passed  during  the  1925  legislature  h-ns  been  strictly 
enforced,  cutting  the  number  of  stores  soiling  oluomarg::rinu  from  about 
1500  to  but  10  stores  ne\7  selling  this  product,  thus  protecting  tho  but- 
ter Industry  of  Ucatnuu. 

COMPILATION  OF  STATISTICS  AND  SCTEliSION  -ORi: 

TtiQ  law  governing  this  work  has  been  extended  and  we  are  now  cooperating  with 
the  Federal  Dcqjartment  in  this  work.  That  is  reports  ore  sent  to  this  D.pai-t- 
nont  for  posting  on  our  records,  and  then  are  forwarded  to  the  United  St.  tos 
Bitreau  of  A .Ticultiiral  Eccnoiolcs  for  their  use  in  compiling  statistics,  there 


"by  cutting  down  tho  dunlic&tion  of  r&porting. 

Dt'jing  thii  spring  of  ia27  l system  was  inaugurated  whuioby  reports  aro  re- 
Cuivod  monthly  instead  cf  quarterly,  thus  give  us  more  complete  records  of 
dairy  products  produced  and  t.ianul’actxired  Inthe  state. 

Starting  with  January,  1928,  butterfot  purchased  by  each  creamery  in  tho 
state  has  boon  reported  monthly,  as  well  as  butterfut  purchased  at  each  station. 

V/e  are  also  keviping  a system  of  reporting  of  all  butter  shipped  out  of  tho 
state  by  tho  various  creomerii-s. 

All  of  tho  above  records  are  kept  in  the  office  v/horo  they  are  available  rt 
any  time. 

Reports  of  production  are  also  sent  out  from  time  to  time  to  the  creameries 
and  choose  factories,  which  unr-bles  them  to  help  spued  up  production  in  their 
respective  communities. 

The  inspection  work  has  boon  carried  on  just  us  herd  and  as  faithfully  as  our 
funds  would  permit.  At  the  prosont  time  ..11  operators  of  tho  Babcock  Tost 
are  oxominod  throe  times  at  least  as  to  their  fitness  for  the  work,  and  they 
must  pass  all  these  examinations  before  they  are  given  a license  to  operate 
tho  Babcock  Tost, 

CRZAJ.I  GRABIRG  AND  T23TIHG 

During  this  period  v/e  have  been  doing  some  experimental  v/ork  In  tho  wr.y  of 
placing  official  cream  grrdors  and  testers  at  vt-rious  districts.  In  April, 

1927, this  Department  entered  into  an  agruomunt  with  the  tnanufnctxirors  of 
Ravalli  County  whereby  the  cror.merios  paid  into  this  Dep.^rtoont  u salary 
of  an  official  tester  to  tost  all  cream  purcJiased  by  thu  various  plants.  This 
plan  has  worked  out  so  successfully  that  it  is  still  in  force  :nd  the  cro.an- 
eries  hnvu  just  signed  up  a contract  for  another  yo.'sr  to  continue  this  work. 


In  April,  1926,  this  Supc-rtoont  entered  into  an  agreement  v/lth  the  creameries 
of  Lewistown  wheruty  a Stote  Crnder  was  placed  in  charge  and  the  creameries 
pay  his  sr.lary  to  this  Department  to  carry  on  the  experimental  v/ork. 

This  nork  of  grading  is  being  done  to  vork  out  some  system  of  grading  milk 
and  crenm  whereby  the  farmer  that  produces  r.  superior  product  will  be  paid  a 
premium  nnd  the  farmer  that  produces  an  inferior  product  will  be  penalized 
owing  to  the  poor  qur.lity  of  his  cream.  T}tis  plan  has  been  so  successful  that 
a contract  is  pending  for  the  year  1929. 

Li  October,  1927  this  Department  entered  Into  a contrret  with  the  creameries 
operating  between  Livingston  and  Butte  v/horeby  Ml  cream  was  to  bo  purchased 
on  a sweet  and  sour  basis,  a premium  of  per  pound  being  paid  for  sweet 
cream,  thereby  offering  the  fartner  oncourogement  to  take  better  care  of  his 
product . 


The  big  thing  that  confronts  the  dr.lry  industry  of  Montana  today  is  the  build- 
ing up  of  the  quality  of  our  butter  and  cheese,  if  wo  are  to  compete  with  other 
states.

Division  of  kibor 

In  a general  way  the  duties  of  the  division  of  labor  are  to  adiainister  til 
of  the  labor  laws  of  the  state  not  administorod  by  the  St-.to  Industrial  Ac- 
cident Board.  Specifically  this  includos  the  enforcement  of  the  Child  l^ibcr 
laws,  the  eight  hour  law  for  women,  the  general  supervision  of  the  public 
employment  offices  of  the  state,  assistance  in  the  cclloction  of  labor  claims, 

Thu  complete  onforccraent  of  the  child  labor  Inv/s  ond  the  eight  hour  Ir.w 
for  women  is  a t-ask  in  difficulty  of  complete  enforcement  somewhat  compar- 
able with  the  cnffrconent  cf  the  prchibltian  act. 

Very  littlo  money  is  spent  f*r  this  purpr-se,  not  mere  than  a thousand  dol- 
lars a.  year  for  the  labor  work  of  th«  deportment.!  It  is  impossible  to  seg- 
gregate  the  exact  amount  expended  since  It  comes  from  tiie  c.pprepriation  made 
for  the  division  of  Ir.ber  and  publicity,  the  stiiw  st:Tf  serving  in  b<jth  cases) 
The  division  hr.s  attempted  t'  keep  in  touch  with  the  more  than  one  hundred 
labor  unions  and  eogplcyers  : ssocir.ticns,  calling  upon  them  to  report  law  vio- 
lations, The  attention  of  the  employers  has  frequently  boon  called  tc  the  law, 
thru  tfte ‘press.  Reported  violations  have  boon  investigated.  By  this  moa.ns 
tho  division  bolioves  that  the  It  ntana  laws  ar--  perhaps  as  well  onforcod  as 
in  other  states  having  a large  st-.ff  and  expending  considerable  sums  cf  mon- 
ey on  eoforcomunt. 

Certain  changes  in  the  labor  laws  cf  the  state  are  desirntlo,  in  tho  judgment 
of  the  division.  Those  changes  are; 
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(1)  str^^ngthoning  of  thu  child  Labor  lovs.  The  gitur.tion  has  tMn  stated 
by  Covornor  Erickson:  " There  is  no  ege  limit  for  children  in  some  occupations. 
Tno  poverty  exemption  in  some  cases  is  a r/eaknuss.  There  is  no  regulation  of 
street  trades.  There  is  no  prohibition  of  night  work.  There  should  be  nn  eight 
hour  day,  a six-do^  and  dS-h.-'ur  woek  for  children  under  16  in  nil  occupations. 

Tlio  conmissionor  of  labor  should  bo  given  authority  to  extend  the  list  of  d'.n- 
gerous  occupations  specified." 

(2)  Amending  the  eight  hour  law  for  v/omon  by  providing  that  the  eig^Jt  hours 
of  labor  may  not, by  the  split  shift,  bo  spread  out  over  a longer  period  thf.n 
reasonable,  rj\d  that  the  heurs  of  werk, limited  to  eight,  may  not  be  spread  out 
over  more  than  t»/elve  in  any  24,13  recommended. 

(b)  Establishment  of  free  employment  offices.  Our  l«iws  provide  that  the  di- 
vlsicn  shall  hr.ve  supervision  of  the  state-city  employment  offices.  Ni  funds 
are  provided  for  the  v/trk.  City  councils  ordliarily  designr.te  some  city  of- 
ficial for- this  v/ork  v/ithout  any  additional  compensation,  and  thure,  In  many 
cases,  the  matter  rests.  The  private  employtnent  offices,  gonerr.lly  doing  ^ood 
service  are  subject  to  many  objections,  Judging  by  the  complaints  coming  to  the 
office. 

If  it  is  the  desire  of  the  legislature  to  correct  this  condition,  it  is  sug- 
gested that  the  state  dlvlsl-in  of  labor  license  all  privrte  emplcymont  agen- 
cies In  place  of  the  counties,  as  now;  that  privrte  employment  agencies  be 
required  to  report  monthly  to  the  division  and  ttot  a scAll  o.ppraprlation  be 
misde  for  this  work  vdth  authority  to  supplement  the  s-lr.ries  of  city  officials 
designated  for  the  service,  where  the  results  socurod  justify  such  additional 
recompense. 

The  co-ordlnatlnn  and  establishment  of  a system  of  st  tc-city  free  employment 
offices  would  tend  to  relieve  much  short  time  unemplcynunt , especially  In  the 
ranks  of  common  L'lbor  and  be  of  service  to  enployers  as  well. 
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Pflroi  labor  officos  «st.-blished  in  ooojiarstlcn  ?;ith  this  division  by  tha  foriri 
labor  bijrocu  cf  thu  Unit^jd  Status  Eiaplsyraunt  Sorvico  functioned  efficiently 
at  Great  Falls,  Ba.inville  and  Billin^^s  and  provided  labor  to  meet  all  calls 
dxiring  the  harvest  season. 


Dlvladon  of  Publj  city. 

The  work  of  the  division  of  publicity  nnturqlly  divides  into  two  ports:  the 
gathering  cf  facts  about  the  St-.te  cf  Montana  and  the  distribution  of  facts 
sssoDiblud. 

Fact  Finding. 

Infortrr.tion  about  Ifcntrnr.  is.gatherud  from  d- to  on  file  in  the  various  state 
departments,  and  by  coeperative  agreement  witjj  the  United  States  department 
of  agriculture. 

In  securing  data  on  crap  and  livu-stock  production  the  division  of  crop 
and  live-stock  estimates  expends  anniually  about  $12,000  ,of  which  amount 
the  U.S. Bureau  of  Agricultural  Eaonomics,  including  sc.laries,  travel  and 
miscellaneous  expenses,  contributed  $9,000  and  the  state  publicity  division 
contributes  $3-,000«  Of  the  state's  contribution  $1,800  goes  to  defray  part 
of  the  salaries  and  $1,200  is  used  to  print  the  annual  issues  of  the  Mont- 
ana Farm  Review  and  for  mis  cellanocus  expenses.  The  government  furnishes 
further,  the  supplies  of  stationery,  office  equipment  r.hd  the  franked  nail 
privilege,  and  the  state  supplies  the  cffico  quarters. 

The  crop  reporting  service  utilises  the  voluntary  services  of  about  3,000 
Montana  stockmen  and  farmors  in  collecting  da.ta  for  monthly  roprrt  sumaar- 
ising  state  crop  and  livestock  cenditiens. 

Yearly  estimates  are  made  by  counties  showing  acre(\ge,  yield,  production  and 
value  of  crops  and  livestock  products.  Di  addition  to  furnishing  Montana 
producers  with  information  regarding  state,  national  and  international  con- 
ditions of  supply  of  agricultural  products,  this  division  also  furnishes  the 
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■basic  r^icultur.-.l  dr.tn  used  by  ra.ilrcc.ds,  br-nks,  business  irwn  and  students 
of  agriculture  in  the  study  of  the  agricultural  devolopcient  of  the  state  . It 
an3^vc^9  annually  many  hundreds  of  inquiries  concerning  Ifontana,  coming  from 
other  states  as  v/ell  as  foreign  countries. 

Distribution  of  Material. 

The  seqpnd  part  of  the  work  cf  the  publicity  office  relates  to  the  inter- 
pretation and  dictributibn  of  information  gathered  about  the  state.  Two 
mediums  o.re  used-  the  sending  of  the  inforrcotion  to  the  newspapers  and  mag- 
azines in  the  form  of  a press  letter  and  by  the  distribution  of  printed 
mrittor. 

Proas  Letters 

A mimeographed  press  letter  has  been  fca*wr.rdod  during  the  last  tv/o  years 
to  the  newspapers,  totaling  in  qur.ntity  more  than  three  hundred  newspaper 
columns.  Special  stories  and  photographs  wore  also  furnished  to  papers 
and  magazines  outside  the  state.  !ibts  furnished  to  dr.ily  papers  totaled  339.

An  analysis  will  convince  even  the  nest  skepttdal  thr.t  tontarr.  la  now  in  a po- 
sition to  secure  /auch  greoter  proportionate  benefits  from  such  an  advertising 
cacpalgn,  than  are  many  of  the  st.'.tes  now  spending  a portion  of  their  funds 
for  this  purpose. 


Apiary  Division

A very  serious  condition,  created  by  disease,  confronted  produeors  engaged 
in  the  business  of  beekeeping  and  heney  production  In  Uontana  v/hen  the  last 
legislative  session  vais  called  to  order. 

In  1921  the  State  legislature  passed  a law  charging  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture with  tee  inspection  work  and  the  Instruction  of  bee  keepers  along  bee- 
keeping lines.  At  that  time  an  appropriation  of  $256  per  year  was  allowed  for 
this  work.  This  amount  of  money  was  not  nearly  sufficient  and  accordingly  in- 
spection work  was  only  spndnodlc  with  no  real  results  obtained. 
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In  1924  the  legislature  again  favored  the  bcoKoepers  by  passing  their  reg- 
istration law.  Tho  law  provided  for  the  registration  of  all  beekeepers  in 
the  state  along  v/ith  a secll  registration  fee.  The  money  received  from  tho 
registration  foe,  together  with  the  annual  appropriation  of  §255.00  consti- 
tutes a fund  for  inspcctional  purposes. 

Bit-  last  session  r.pproprioted  §5,000  for  inspection  purposes  ond  as  a result 
the  worst  infected  areas  have  boon  fairly  well  cloanod  out.  The  chief  of 
this  division  has  boon  able  to  visit  every  producing  county  in  the  stgte. 
Funds  provided  made  it  possible  to  employ  during  the  summer  months  extra 
men  for  inspoction  purposes. 

The  chief  inspector  also  was  ablo  to  hold  mootings  in  cooperation  with  the 
county  agents  in  most  of  the  important  honoy  producing  districts. 

Additional  progress  in  the  aontrol  of  dlsw.se  should  be  mode  in  the  coming 
two  years  and  it  is  essential  that  tho  program  bo  continued. 

Unless  tho  bcekooper  is  well  Informed  along  boekooplng  lines,  ho  is  secern 
able  tc  treat  disease  successfully.  Either  the  treatment  is  not  given  at  the 
right  time,  is  not  proporly  carried  out,  or  healthy  colonies  nro  allowed  ac- 
cess to  tho  honey  from  diseased  colonies. 

Tho  largest  porcontitge  of  beekeepers  have  only  a few  colonies  .and  are  not 
very  well  informed  on  the  approved  method  of  honey  production.  A large  num- 
ber of  these  people,  while  ready  to  do  anything  to  help  eliminate  disease  and 
use  better  bookooping  methods  have  not  tho  proper  opportunity  for  gaining  re- 
liable inforoaition. 


OrVISION  OP  REAL  ESTATE 
L.  J.  Goodm-'.n.Dcputy. 

The  real  estate  division  in  M.-ntiui.’'  was  first  created  in  1921,  end  the  law 
amended  in  1925  to  place  the  supervision  cf  tho  work  under  the  Itepartmont 
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of  Agricultiirc,  At  that  time,  when  the  hc^ks  wore  txu'ned  ever  fron  the  Au- 
clitcr's  office  there  were  290  licensed  trekers  and  salesmen.  At  the  close 
of  1928  there  are  53S  real  estate  licenses  in  force.  Legialatures  in  sev- 
eral states  had  previously  enacted  real  estate  lav/s  hut  it  has  been  within 
the  last  ten  years  that  movement  towards  state  regulation  of  the  real  es- 
tate business  has  been  very  rapid.  At  the  present  tine  about  one-half  of 
the  states  have  a real  estate  law  in  operation  offering  protection  in  the  pur- 
chase and  salo  of  renl  estate  to  40  per  cent  of  tho  people  living  in  the  Unit- 
ed States.  State  regulaticb  has  accomplished  much  in  this  short  time  and 
has  placed  the  real  estate  calling  on  a new  and  higher  plane,  not  only  in  tho 
minds  of  the  general  public  who  are  the  buyers,  sellers,  rontors,  and  Investors 
in  real  estate,  but  in  the  profession  itself. 

Ifontr.n's  real  estate  Inv/  has  met  with  success.  A large  number  of  cofanunlcations 
from  both  tho  public  in  gonerr.l  and  thy  broker  indierte  that  tho  people  of  tho 
state  as  a whole  approve  and  are  interested  in  the  law  and  its  enforcement. 

This  wide  spread  interest  will  no  doubt  result  in  more  adequate  administration. 
During  the  past  three  years  there  were  no  more  thrui  a dosen  complaints  and 
these  were  in  connection  with  minor  irregularities.  It  has.  In  all  cases, 
been  possible  to  effect  an  ogreer.ble  sottloment  between  the  parties  concern- 
ed, The  benefits  of  tho  la^>  are,  however,  not  to  be  measured  by  tho  number 
of  violators  but  by  the  oraount  of  mischief  to  which  it  puts  on  end  and  by 
the  oncoiu’ogemunt  H londs  to  honest  and  fair  dealing.

Tho  administration  of  the  Montana  Stote  P..ir  during  the  last  two  years  lias 
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been  on  a budget  of  grtss  expense  eharply  reduced  below  the  overage  for  the 
ten  years  preceding.  The  State  Fair  is  managed  by  the  Deportiaent  of 
.Agriculture  with  the  assistance  of  o non-salarled  Advisory  Board,  represent- 
ing the  different  ecmnunities  and  counties. 

Thirty-five  thousand  dollars  (^35,000)  was  appropriated  for  each  year  of 
this  biennium,  Cf  this  amount  fifteen  thousand  dollars  (Cl5,C00)  was 
specified  to  be  used  for  premiums  and  twenty  thousand  dollars  (:|.20,000)  for 
ctlior  operating  expenses. 

Every  effort  was  made  to  keep  expenses  within  the  budgeted  income.  This* 
necessitated  some  curtailment  of  premiums  when  compared  to  other  exposition 
lists,  and  a reduction  of  payroll  and  attractions.  In  spite  of  this,  the 
attondonco  and  exhibitors  wore  apparently  highly  pleased  with  the  exposition. 
For  the  first  time  since  1018,  the  State  Feir  shor/s  a substantial  balance. 

As  a result  of  the  limited  funds  available,  very  little  money  could  bo 
spent  on  the  grounds  and  buildings,  Itarever,  the  grandstand  was  repaired, 
and  to  bettor  handle  the  admission  and  provide  more  parking  space  for  auto- 
mobiles, a new  fence  and  ontraco  constructed, 

A report  has  been  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  by 
Dr.  Arthur  Jordan,  Lewis  and  Clark  County  health  officer,  and  H.  B.  Focte, 
Tirector  of  the  Division  of  Vtoter  and  Sewage  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
in  which  they  seriously  criticize  the  insanitary  condition  of  the  toilets 
and  grounds  of  tho  State  Fair.  The  Stoto  Feir  Board  has  also  passed  ro- 
aolutfeona  osking  thot  tho  Insanitary  condition  bo  romedied.  This  con 
only  be  accomplished  by  a state  appropriation  large  enough  to  take  core 
of  this  work. 
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_^lblt3:  Thy  tctr.l  nunbor  of  cr-rload$  In  and  cut  of  thu  Pair  grounds  this  yoar 
•.vaa  210  conparod  with  a total  last  yoar  of  172,-  this  is  probably  tho  largest 
tctr.l  of  c.ar3  in  the  Pair’s  history.  Tho  total  number  of  exhibitors  ijclcing 
entries  at  the  1920  Statu  Pair  v/as  1671,  ccnpr-.rod  to  1308  for  the  1927  fair. 

Farm  Prcductat  There  has  never  boon  a year  that  placed  as  n.-iny  exhibits  in 
the  general  forti  products  as  this  year.  Each  exhibitor  had  from  five  to  ton 
entries  In  this  division  and  one  cr.n  readily  approcir.tu  nhnt  fine  samples  cf 
each  kind  of  grains,  seeds  and  vegatables  were  shewn. 

County  Collective  Exhibits;  Compotition  in  tho  County  Collective  class  was 
keener  this  ye.ir  thr.n  it  has  been  since  this  division  was  established  in  1925; 
this  was  due  to  tho  fact  that  tho  state  v/r.s  divided  into  districts  for  competi- 
tion among  the  counties,  \vithin  their  cwi  ii-vnediate  vicinity,  es  well  as,  over 
tho  entire  state.  Prixes  wore  offered  to  the  county  winning  tho  highest 
score  in  the  atrte,  as  well  as,  prises  offered  to  the  counties  eccring  the  high- 
est in  their  own  respective  districts.  The  systen  of  pitting  counties  against 
each  other  has  won  un:.nimcus  apprcval  with  all  cur  exhibitors. 

Livestcckr  The  livestock  show  r.t  this  year's  fair  v/r.s  one  cf  the  largest  since 
1920.  Tho  number  cf  exhibitors  this  year  w.-.a  66  .nd  over  600  head  of  pure  bred 
cattle, dairy  and  beef ,sv/ine, sheep  and  goats  were  exhibited.  Net  alone  wore  tho 
largest  stock  holders  in  Montana  represented,  but  many  entries  were  made  from 
Kansas,  Washington,  Iowa, Oklahomr.,  Canada,  Arizona,  N.,rth  and  South  Dakota, Nebras- 
ka, Michigan,  British  Columbia  and  Oregon. 

Wool  Shw;  The  1928  State  Pair  witnessed  the  inauguration  of  the  first  Annual 
Northwest  Wool  Show,  which  brought  to  the  Pair  the  finest  fleeces  from  the  sheep 
ranges  of  the  state,  more  than  250  fleeces  being  entered  in  this  division  there- 
by necessitating  the  use  of  one  of  the  small  buildings  on  the  Puir  grounds.  This 
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no»  fsoture  or  tho  foir  ottrootod  tho  Intero.t  of  the  big  ohoepoieh  ot  the  sthto 
•vho  govo'  their  haortleot  ooopethtloh  to  mke  It  h greet  opceeae.  The  trophies 
in  each  olnss  mro  the  most  honutifm  cnpa  ever  hvnirdod  In  this  state.  ISio 
•Inning  fleeeos  »ero  sent  to  the  Lttornhtlonnl  hivestook  Exposition  hold  in  C.hl- 
cago  this  year,  .here  they  took  five  first  places  In  coapetition  .dth  the  •orld'i 
tost.  The  success  of  this  year’s  she.  oato.tlishes  the  Annual  Jool  She.  as  a 
poroanent  fixture  In  connection  nlth  tho  Mont.-.na  st..te  Fair  and  will  result  In 
keen  competition  among  the  sheep  ro.iaers  of  tho  State. 


Mining  Exhibit  .■  In  line  with  the  Increasod  epparont  Interest  shovm  In  min- 
ing during  the  last  year  or  tuo.  the  State  Et.ir.  this  yoo.r,  wa  able  to  pre- 
sent tho  largest,  moat  oomprehonsise  and  attractive  Mining  Exhibit  over  ’sheen 
in  the  stote;  in  fact,  excelling  in  quantity,  quality  and  arrangement  than  the  ■ 
one  conducted  tost  Spring  at  the  NorthBoat  Mining  Congress,  held  at  Spokane. 
This  exhibit  occupied  all  of  tho  building  erected  a few  yeors  ago  for  a dance 
hall.  It  cont.inod  ores,  concentrates  n.nd  finished  products  from  .approximate- 
ly 400  mines  and  plants  in  Montana.  The  Anorla-n  Smelting  and  liefining  Co. .ex- 
hibit contained  products  of  the  smelter  at  Eo.st  Helmia,  also  ores  from  various 
Montami  mining  districts.  Models  of  the  methods  and  types  of  michinery  utilised 
In  mining  .and  reduction  of  Montana  ores  both  bf  the  past  and  prosont  time,  were 
exhibited,  most  of  those  models  being  prepared  by  the  School  of  Hines  at  Butte. 
These  models  wore  in  full  operation;  there  .era  also  miniature  models  of  some 
of  the  big  mines  in  the  Butte  mining  district,  and  of  the  reduction  works  of 
tho  Anaconda  Mining  Copper  Company  of  Great  Palls,  ahmving  the  operations  of 
their  copper  wire  mill, 

Itrble  from  the  new  qur.rry  at  Er-dersburg,  coal,  abates  and  other  goms,  also  cop- 
per and  specialty  ores  were  sbov/h.  A very  Intososting  had  Instructive  chart 
showing  tho  various  minerals  of  the  State  was  exhibited;  this  chart  placed  the 
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mineral  production  of  the  State  of  Montanr.  .since  1062,  at  approxiraately  three 
billion  dollars. 

At  thy  close  of  the  Fair,  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Conpany  took  part  of 
this  exhibit  to  their  huad  office  in  St.R'.ul,  Llinn.  r.s  a permanont  exhibit. 

Xt  \/ould  take  one  who  understands  mining  in  all  its  possibilities  to  be  able 
to  describe  fully  the  wonderful  exhibit  thr.t  \^r.s  shown  at  the  Montanr.  State 
Pair  this  yor.r.  Connoisseurs  on  r.iining  machinery,  operations  in  a mine,  ore 
and  of  all  things  connected  with  mining, made  the  str.tecaent,  that  this  year’s 
exhibit  far  surpassed  any  other  yoar,  rjid  thy  interost  ^ovm  in  it  v/as  very 
great. 

Knowing  that  Montana  Is  a rich  mining  State,  thio  is  one  of  the  beat  exhibits 
that  the  Pair  can  carry  with  it  at  all  times,  and  should  be  encoxiragud  and 
assisted  in  every  way  possible,  so  as  to  mc-ke  each  yocr’s  exhibit  better  than 
the  former  years. 

Dairy  Products;  It  Is  hard  to  beliovy  thr.t  as  young  a State  as  Montana./can 
show  the  wonderful  exhibits  th:  t it  does  in  th  jl'iry  Products  Division.  Not 
only  are  the  prodycts  of  tn-;  finest  in  every  wry  but  thu  illustrrtivo  manner 
in  which  they  ary  shc^vn  ciake  of  the  buttor  nnd  cheese  almost  v/orks  of  art. 

It  speaks  for  Itself  that  they  are  of  the  finest  qur.lity.when  our  people  of 
Montana  are  so  anxious  to  purchase  all  they  can  of  then  after  thy  Fair.  Ihia 
division  Is  still  in  its  infancy,  and  has  its  chance  in  the  fulure  to  show 
whnt  Montana  will  bo  able  to  do,  in  the  dairy  products  af  the  statu. 

Flowers ; The  display  in  tho  Plowor  Division  at  the  1926  Statu  Pair  was 
in  eivery  v/ry  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  attractive  tlif  t has  over  beai  en- 
tered . Flowers  of  all  kinds,  colors  and  varietioa,  the  gr.rden  flower,  the 
cultivated  and  the  mountain  flower  all  vied  v;ith  each  otjior  in  beauty,  and  in 
the  decorative  manner  in  which  they  v/ore  presented.  Montana  has  every  right 
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to  be  proud  of  hur  flowers,  snd  each  sees  progress  and  aore  intoreat  in 
this  division. 

Fru^r  The  vrondorful  fruits  thr.t  arc-  grovm  .'.11  through  the  State  of  Montana 
are  known  to  every  one,  especially  over  the  nr.ngc  in  the  Bitter  Root  Volley. 
Apples  of  all  kinds  ttid.  v.  rietios  are  exhibited  at  the  Frir,  end  it  is  a well 
knov/n  f.'ct  thr.t  the  fruits  of  Montona  are  kecognisod  frr  and  wide.  Ihis  div- 
ision hfts  ohotfn  very  rapid  growth  in  tf»  entries  that  are  .mde  at  the  Pair  raid 
if,  as  wu  have  every  right  to  believe,  the  future  years  will  continue  their 
interest  and  growth,  this  division  will  be  one  of  the  largest. 

Poultry ; Each  year  there  is'an  incro.rsed  nuoibur  of  entires  in  this  division 
which  includes  turkeys,  goose, ducks  and  capons  and  the  typv  of 'stock  is  of  the 
highest  class.  The  poultry  raisers  in  this  state  take  a very  keen  interest 
in  this  division  end  the  competition  runs  very  high. 

Club;  This  division  each  year  shows  grer.tor  Inturost,  competi- 
tion, quantity  and  quality  of  entries  placed.  The  club  activities  show  what 
"youth”  can  do  with  the  proper  guidance.  Ihis  is  a very  popular  division  and 
the  boys  and  girls  vie  with  on©  wicther  in  having  their  entiles  os  perfect 
as  possible  and  attractively  presented.  All  oncouragenent  possible  should  be 
given  as  the  Boys  and  Girls  of  todr-y  are  the  Stockmen  and  Farmers  of  tomorrow. 
CuUnary ; Thu  culinary  division  not  only  brings  attention  to  itself  through 
tho  wonderful  exhibits  shor/n,  but  also  brings  tc  our  mind  that  the  fruits, 
vegetablOB,  flour,  sugar,  etc.,  are  tho  finished  products  of  Uentana  as  repre- 
suntud  in  the  delicious  preserves,  jellies,  canned  goods  cakes  and  candies 
exhibited  in  this  dopr.rtrjunt .
